In Pittsburgh I attended the Masses at 
downtown church that has every pos- 
le distraction. There is no beauty in the 
urch itself. One’s attention is called 
erywhere but to the Altar of Sacrifice. 
it when the Celebrant came in solemn 
ocession, attired in a vestment of simple 
auty and dignity, all distractions ceased. 
the leader began the first hymn, the 
ilding almost shook with the response 
the Christians gathered at the table of 
e Lord. Yes, it is a wonderful privilege 
participate in the Masses held in con- 
nction with the Liturgical Weeks. What 
e various talks and discussions hit upon 
brought into action.

LOCAL REACTION 


(Mr. Pau D. VINCENT in the Pittsburgh 
Catholic for August 25, 1960) 


The 21st North American Liturgical 
Week brought 6,000 priests, Sisters and 
lay people to Pittsburgh this week for one 
of the most significant Church-sponsored 
parleys held on this continent. Bishop 
Wright, host to Liturgical Week, drama- 
tized the importance of the Week in his 
brief, stirring welcome Monday evening. 
“Nothing that we could possibly be doing 
could be more apostolic in spirit and link 
us closer to the apostolic spirit of the 
Church than Liturgical Week,’ he 
declared. 

The enthusiasm and deep seriousness 
with which speakers and delegates entered 
upon the discussions was evidence that 
one and all appreciated this fact. For 
them the theme of the Week—‘The 
Liturgy and Unity in Christ’—was more 
than a resonant phrase. It embodied the 
aspiration of all Christendom. Further, 
the theme expressed more than a mere 
hope; it suggested also a means—that in 
the liturgy could be found a key that 
would open many doors to reunion. It 
was this point which recurred constantly 
in the Liturgical Week deliberations, and 
which was developed with such scholar- 
ship that already inquiries are being made

1961: OKLAHOMA CITY 


At Pittsburgh the Directors of the Liturgical Conference gratefully accepted the 
invitation of Bishop Victor Reed of Oklahoma City and Tulsa to hold the 1961 
Liturgical Week in his diocese. It will be the first time the Week has been held in 
the Southwest. Father Frederick R. McManus, President of the Conference, 
announced the decision, saying, “The vigor and enthusiasm of the Bishop, priests, 
and people of the Diocese of Oklahoma City and Tulsa on so many apostolic 
fronts are receiving national attention and praise. In choosing the site for the 22nd 
annual Liturgical Week, the Directors wished to show their gratitude to those 
in Oklahoma and the surrounding area who have so diligently and so success- 
fully engaged in the liturgical apostolate.” Bishop Reed’s invitation was presented 
by Father Joseph J. Mazaika, pastor of St. John Nepomuk’s parish at Yukon, 


Oklahoma. 
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The New Code of Rubrics 


“Rome, October 23, 1913. In a Motu Prop- 
rio, His Holiness (St. Piux X) again adverted 
to the fact that further liturgical reforms, 
now in the planning stage, ‘in the opinion of 
wise and prudent men, entail researches 
as difficult as they are lengthy, and so an 
interval of many years must intervene before 
this temple of the liturgy, which the Mystical 
Spouse of Christ designed with cunning skill 
to portray her love and devotedness, may 
shine once more resplendent in dignity and 
beauty, the age-old disfigurement being 
cleansed away’.” (The Mass in Transition, by 
Gerald Ellard, S.J., page 337). 


The Code of Rubrics published by the 
Holy See on September 1, to take effect 
next January 1, represents another step 
in the renewal envisioned long ago by St. 
Pius X. It replaces more than five thous- 
and decrees and interpretations which 
until now have governed liturgical prac- 
tice, and effects a systematization that is 
clear and readily consulted. The way is 
now open for the Ecumenical Council to 
study existing legislation and to deter- 
mine whether more fundamental changes 
should be introduced. 

As Father Loew, C.SS.R., of the Con- 
gregation of Rites, points out in his 
article in Osservatore Romano for Sep- 
tember 2, 1960, the entire trend of the 
codification is pastoral. Sunday, the 
weekly celebration by the Christian 
people of Easter and Baptism, is given 
unquestioned precedence over the other 
days of the week. Advent and Lent, dur- 
ing which the mystery of our redemption 
is especially celebrated, are given special 
prominence. Votive Masses for significant 
occasions in the life of a diocese or a 
parish are permitted. Finally, local 
Bishops, the priests par excellence in their 
respective sees, are encouraged to organ- 
ize and direct the liturgy for their own 
people. 

The down-grading in rank of most 
saints’ days, intended to throw special 
emphasis on the temporal cycle, has the 
effect, a welcome one to most priests of 
our busy era, of shortening the daily 
Office somewhat. A few feasts have been 
suppressed, and some others reduced to 
commemorations. The antiquated and 
confusing classification of liturgical days 
has been replaced by a simpler and

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NEWS AROUND THE COUNTRY 


The Gesu Church in Milwaukee goes into its 
second year with two Evening Masses every 
day of the year except Sundays. The first is 
at 4:50, the second at 5:30, and both are 
among the most popular Masses in the city. 

The Parish Leader, published by the Arch- 
diocesan Councils of Men and Women in 
Cincinnati, included with its July-August 
issue a flyer announcing the Pittsburgh Week, 
and a list of pamphlets, compiled by Father 
Henry D. Naber, that would help to bring 
the Liturgy into family life. ‘ 

A very practical aid to the “radiation of 
the Liturgy into the home” (Father Weiser’s 
phrase) is A Calendar of Practices for a 
Catholic Family, compiled by Father Jude C. 
Ruetten, O.F.M., 203 E. Washington Street, 
Stockton, California. It contains prayers, 
hymns, suggestions for family devotions 
based on the liturgical year, directions for 
making an Advent wreath, for decorating 
the table on feasts, etc. Our copy is mimeo- 
graphed, but some publisher should seize on 
it and print it. 

Six years ago the College Point Schola 
Cantorum, an all-male choir made up of men 
in the community who like to sing, was 
founded in the diocese of Brooklyn. There 
were six members then; now there are forty- 
two. The group, ranging in age from 16 to 
34, sings without instrumental accompani- 
ment and has appeared in churches through- 
out the metropolitan areas of New York, 
New Jersey, Connecticut, and upstate New 
York. The Schola also makes vestments and 
collects books and other items for the 
missions. Its very lively Newsletter, edited by 
Mr. Alan E. Reifenheiser, is printed (pic- 
tures, too) by the members. The Schola also 
offers lectures on sacred music with demon- 
stration of the music described. College Point 
Schola Cantorum, 9-17 122nd Street, College 
Point 56, New York. 


LITURGICAL ANNUAL 


A major step toward the development of 
liturgical scholarship on this side of the 
Atlantic has been the decision to publish a 
Yearbook of Liturgical Studies, the first vol- 
ume of which is scheduled for this fall. 
Father John H. Miller, C.S.C., of our Board 
of Directors, is the originator of this idea 
and will be the editor; his assistants will be 
Father Thomas O. Barosse, C.S.C., Father 
Frederick McManus, our President, and 
Father Gerard Sloyan, also one of our Direc- 
tors. The first volume will contain a series 
of articles on the liturgical formation of 
seminarians. Fides Publishers Association, 
Notre Dame, Indiana, will market the vol- 
umes annually through the usual outlets. 

The Diocese of Pueblo, of which Bishop 
Buswell of our Board of Directors is the 
Ordinary, has announced another step in a 
continuing program to promote lay partici- 
pation in the Mass. The plan calls for con- 
gregations in all parishes of the diocese to 
join in singing the short Latin responses 
at all High Masses. Target date for this 
step is next Christmas. Father John H. 
Halloran is chairman of the Pueblo Liturgi- 
cal Commission. 

Six out of every seven pastors and chap- 
lains in the Diocese of Davenport have a 
program of lay participation in the liturgy, 
according to a survey conducted by the 
Davenport Catholic Messenger. The survey 
was conducted by means of questionnaires 
mailed to the ninety-three pastors and eight 
chaplains in the diocese. Priests were not 
called on to identify themselves, although 
many did. Sixty-nine pastors and chaplains, 


or two-thirds of the total, returned completed 
questionnaires. Sixty reported some kind of 
program; nine reported none. A total of 
fifty-one have dialogue Masses, twenty-four 
of them are daily. At twenty-one churches 
and chapels, all Sunday Masses are dialogue 
Masses. In the comments, several priests 
said they thought leaders were necessary to 
overcome self-consciousness and overdevel- 
oped human respect among the congregation. 
Some thought leaders drew a louder response 
and cut down on mumbling. Still others 
reported their congregations so well trained 
that leaders were thought to be unnecessary. 
Masses sung by the laity take place in 


CHARLESTON LITURGICAL WEEK 


The Most Rev. Egidio Vagnozzi, Apos- 
tolic Delegate to the United States, 
celebrated a Solemn Pontifical Mass in 
which 6,000 persons participated, to 
close a diocesan Liturgical Week in 
Charleston, South Carolina, on Sunday 
afternoon, May Ist. The sermon was 
preached by Rt. Rev. Msgr. Martin B. 
Hellriegel, of St. Louis, a past president 
of the Liturgical Conference. The Most 
Rey. Paul J. Hallinan, Bishop of 
Charleston, had sponsored the Week as 
a major step in his program to carry 
out the prescriptions of the Holy See 
on active participation in the liturgy. 

The Dialogue Mass, at least in its 
simplest form, and regular instruction 
on the meaning of the Mass had already 
been fostered throughout the diocese 
since the appearance of the Instruction 
of the Sacred Congregation of Rites in 
September, 1958. The Liturgical Week 
was planned in order to give greater 
depth to the program. The Week was 
organized by the newly established Lit- 
urgical Commission of the diocese under 
the chairmanship of Father Roy F. 
Aiken. It was a week of intensive indoc- 
trination in the theological basis of the 
liturgy and spiritual formation through 
liturgical participation. There were two 
days for priests, attended by the bishop 
and all the priests of the diocese, secular 
and religious. There were two days for 
the laity, one in Charleston and one in 
Columbia, and there were two days for 
Sisters. The lectures were given by 
Father Godfrey Diekmann, O.S.B., of 
St. John’s Abbey, Collegeville, Minne- 
sota, Editor of Worship; Father Francis 
X. Weiser, S.J., of Boston, noted writer 
on liturgical feasts and seasons, and 
Father Shawn G. Sheehan, of Boston, 
past president of the Liturgical Con- 
ference. 


twenty-eight of the sixty-nine churches and 
chapels. Forty of the priests said they were 
satisfied with their programs of lay partici- 
pation, eleven said they were not, and seven 
were undecided. A common report was that 
progress was being made, but that there was 
a long way to go. Only two reported a bleak 
outlook for lay participation. Twenty-one 
reported that the aid of the Sisters was the 
biggest single factor in their success; sixteen 
attributed success to the enthusiasm of the 
laity; eleven pointed to priest leaders, six to 
lay leaders, and four to the children. “The 
enthusiasm of the pastor,” which is generally 


regarded as one of the biggest reasons f 
the program’s success, was mentioned onli 
once. The pastor was out of town and a 
assistant filled in the questionnaire.

Under the auspices of the Bishop, the 
Most Reverend Bryan J. McEntegart, a litur- 
gical day for priests was held in Brooklyn 
last April, with the intention of encouraging 
thereby the introduction this fall of active 
participation in those parishes of the diocese 
where this has not already been done. 

To judge by the volume of correspondence 
and the amount of oral discussion stimulated 
by it, nothing this summer has aroused as 
much interest as the symposium in America’s 
Liturgical Week number (August 20th) on 
the language of the Liturgy, contributed by 
Fathers John A. O’Brien of Notre Dame and 
John LaFarge of the America staff. The oral 
discussion, alas, has gone with the wind, but 
the correspondence is spread over five pages 
of the issue of September 17th. The score, as 
we read it: for the vernacular, 14; against it, 
4; doubtful or advocating other solutions, 5. 

“Worship and the Word” was the theme of 
a week-long institute on the theology of the 
Liturgy held at the College of Notre Dame, 
Belmont, California. Lectures and Work- 
shops were held in a setting enlivened by 
displays, exhibits of books, vestments, and 
music materials. A “Bible Vigil” was the 
concluding program. Organizers and _ lec- 
turers included Father Frank Norris, S.S., of 
our Board of Directors, Fathers John Olivier, 
S.S., Father Daniel O’Connor, Father Johan-

Mary, Rita Dolores, S.N.D., and Sister M. 
Suzanne, S.M., and Mr. Peter Gaffney. 

An old and devoted friend of the Liturgi- 
cal Conference, a familiar figure in its 
workshops for Sisters, was recently installed 
as Vicar General in his diocese. Monsignor 
Charles Schmitt, who will continue to act as 
pastor of St. Henry’s Church in Charleston, 
Missouri, also serves as the secretary of the 
Diocesan Commission on Liturgy and Sacred 
Music. 

Bishop James L. Connolly of Fall River, 
Massachusetts, presided at the second annual 
Stonehill College Liturgical Workshop held 
on Ascension Thursday. The organizer of 
these workshops is Father James J. Doyle, 
C.S.C., Dean of the College. The principal 
speaker was Father John H. Miller, C.S.C., 
of our Board of Directors, and Fathers 
Joseph Collins and William J. Leonard, S.J., 
as well as Mr. and Mrs. John Julian Ryan, 
all active in the Conference, commented on 
aspects of his paper. 

An eight-week course for adults in the use 
of the missal was given last spring at Our 
Lady of Mount Carmel parish in Philadel- 
phia. The instructions, which also included 
the history of the Mass, were given by Father 
Robert A. Gregg, who announced that a new 
series of instructions would begin this fall. 

An Associated Press dispatch from Den- 
ver, dated May 4, 1960: “Methodism, strip- 
ped largely of formality and ritual in its 
break from the Church of England, took a 
tentative step toward recovering some of the 
age-old modes of Christian worship. A 
revised book of worship, incorporating many 
of the ancient liturgies, was accepted by the 
denomination’s general conference for experi- 
mental use by its 40,000 churches. Said a 
worship commission which compiled the 
book: ‘Returns to historical forms are being 
recommended where the reasons for past 
changes seemed insufficient.’ The step under- 
scores a liturgical revival that has been 
going on in many Protestant communions 
for several years, characterized by a reclaim- 
ing of traditional prayers and ceremonies of 
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the Christian heritage. The book will not be 
offered for final adoption until the next 
policy-making general conference in 1964. 
It includes rites for worship, baptism, con- 
firmation, holy communion, mafriage, burial, 
and special prayers and intercessions arranged 
to follow the traditional calendar of the 
Christian year.” 

In a letter to all priests of the archdiocese, 
dated April 5, 1960, Archbishop Brady of 
St. Paul set forth regulations regarding 
afternoon or evening Mass and the distribu- 
tion of Holy Communion. The Archbishop 
declared that any priest who desires to 
distribute evening Communion at a service 
other than Mass, as permitted in the Holy 
See’s decree, must submit his request to the 
Archbishop for consideration. The tradi- 
tional distribution of Communion during 
Mass is to be encouraged, he said. He also 
granted permission to every parish for an 
afternoon or evening Mass twice a week 
throughout the year where this is needed to 
serve the spiritual welfare of the people. 
(The earlier permission for afternoon Mass 
every weekday in Lent remained unchanged.) 
He further declared that afternoon and 
evening Masses in observance of priests’ 
jubilee can be celebrated without special 
permission if they are included in the parish’s 
weekly allowance of evening Masses. 


MUSIC FESTIVAL 


Twenty-eight high school choirs, compris- 
ing 1500 students of the Archdiocese of 
Dubuque, took part in the biennial High 
School Music Festival and sang a program 
of sacred music that included vernacular 
hymns, Gregorian chant, polyphony and 
modern sacred music. This regularly occur- 
ring festival has the happy effect of supplying 
to the parishes people who are properly 
trained to handle sacred music of all kinds. 
An observer felt constrained to remark that 
the Pontifical Liturgy (Archbishop Binz cele- 
brated Mass on the Feast of St. Robert 
Bellarmine) had a “smashing” effect on the 
students. “I find myself constantly surprised,” 
he said, “by the fact that the students, who 
today seem blasé about so many things, 
get ‘all shook up’ at the beauty and dignity 
of a Pontifical Mass celebrated on such a 
scale.” The Dubuque Commission on the 
Sacred Liturgy, led by Monsignor Daniel 
Tarrant, succeeded in inspiring many Iowans

Archbishop Guilford Young of Hobart, Tas- 
mania, reminding his flock that Pius XII 
said (Mediator Dei): “For the achievement of 
holiness the worship which the Church, 
united with her divine Head, offers to God 
is the most efficacious means possible,” has 
issued detailed instructions to his people on 
the carrying out of the Holy See’s instruction 
of 1958. The role of the choir in the worship 
of God, he notes, is of great importance: “I 
exhort those of the faithful, men and women, 
to be found in every parish, who have been 
given by God the gift of a good voice to use 
their beautiful gift in the worship of God.” 
According to the (London) Catholic Herald, 
the Archbishop has well-founded claims, 
within English-speaking countries, to be the 
liturgical bishop, since the dialogue Mass is 
normal everywhere in his diocese, while in 
his own cathedral the altar is set so that Mass 
is celebrated facing the people. These changes 
have proved pastorally to be most effective, 
he says, and no one would wish to go back 
to the old ways. He is one of those who 
believe that many of the Dialogue Mass 
difficulties are removed if the Judica, etc., 
are omitted from the Dialogue. It is not easy 
for the celebrant to lead them, and conse- 
quently the Dialogue tends to start ineffec- 
tively. The Kyrie makes a much better start 
and consequently the Dialogue Mass proceeds 
at its best. 

Communicants at Aberdeen Cathedral, in 
Scotland, will approach in twos and receive 


standing; this has been ordered by Bishop 
Francis Walsh. The sanctuary of the Cathe- 
dral has been rearranged so that the bishop’s 
throne is now against the east wall, where 
the altar stood, the latter now being brought 
forward. Mass will be offered facing the 
congregation. Bishop Walsh writes: “The 
first consideration had to be the attempt to 
make the building into a cathedral. The 
second, to make it a cathedral that conforms 
to modern liturgical law and practice, even 
to look ahead a little hopefully.” The Bishop 
will consecrate the Cathedral in October, 
during its centenary celebrations. In regard 
to the order that communicants shall receive 
standing, the Bishop says: “This is consonant 
with the practice of the time when the altar 
was between the choir and the nave.” 

The Catholics of Austria this year used a 
new Corpus Christi rite recently approved. 
Each of the four stations has a special 
Gospel assigned, and special prayers. The 
rite is available in German or in Latin. 

Eva MacAdam, in the (London) Catholic 
Herald for July 1st, commenting on a recent 
radio program:

“Did the exuberant music and the con 
temporary idiom of the Masses shock any) 
one? Possibly. The liturgical revival, ho 
ever, has been active for over fifty years? 
Even so, it is understandable if some Cathl 
olics were disconcerted and asked the kin 
of question Fr. Crichton himself posed ii 
the script. 

“Is this participation by the people i 
Mass lawful? If so, what are the limits og 
their participation? And if, as it seems, th 
liturgical movement sets out to encouragg 
participation, how can people take part uj 
the Mass? Doesn’t Latin set up a barrieri 
Isn’t the language of the Bible an obstacl: 
to understanding the liturgy? 

“In a carefully considered talk Fr. Crich 
ton answered all these questions, first of ah 
by explaining exactly what the liturgicad 
movement meant. “The Eucharist, the cem 
tral act of Christian worship, is a famil: 
affair. You wouldn’t be far off the truth i 
you said that the main point of the liturgicag 
movement is to uncover this family aspec« 
of Christian worship.”

At this meeting, Father Gerard Sloyan, of 
he Board of Directors of The Liturgical 
onference, acted as chairman of the Eng- 
ish-speaking section. 

Permission to use English instead of Latin 
or the administration of certain sacraments 
nd for blessings has been granted by the 

oly See for England and Wales. An edition 
xf Excerpta e Rituali Romano (“Excerpts 
rom the Roman Ritual”) will be ready this 
all. The new book will contain all the rites 
and blessings included in the old Ordo 
Administrandi Sacramenta (“Order of Ad- 
inistering the Sacraments”) hitherto used 
by the clergy, together with others in regular 
or frequent use.

ents and for the two exorcisms in Baptism.

According to the Catholic Herald (Lon- 
don) for May 20, 1960: 

“The movement towards vocal congrega- 
tional participation in the Mass is accelera- 
ting in Ireland, where, as in most other 
English-speaking countries, the trend towards 
active lay participation in the Church’s 
worship was slow in taking hold. 

“This growing development of participa- 
tion in the Mass is spotlit by two recent 
events: first, the seventh annual Irish litur- 
gical congress at Glenstal abbey, attended 
by 200 priests from all parts of Ireland; 
second, the first open-air dialogue Mass in 
Ireland celebrated in Belfast on the feast of 
St. Joseph the Worker. 


‘Milestone’ 

“At Belfast, a procession of 20,000 walked 
to Casement Park for the Mass, at the end 
of which Mgr. Arthur Ryan congratulated 
the workers for “the inspiring spectacle of 
the open-air dialogue Mass, truly a mile- 
stone.” 

“The Benedictines of Glenstal have been 
foremost in promoting the liturgical move- 
ment in Ireland. They organized the first 
liturgical congress at their abbey in 1954, 
and liturgical scholars from the continent 
(such as Fr. Joseph Jungmann, S.J., from 
Austria) and from England (such as Fr. 
Clifford Howell, S.J.) have since then helped 
to make the congress a major aspect of the 
progress of Irish Church life. 

“Many individual Irish priests have striven 
to increase the participation of the laity in 
their parish Masses. They include Fr. John 
Fennelly, a parish priest of Greystones, Co. 
Wicklow, who has written “The People’s 
Mass Book,” a collection of prayers from 
the missal together with simple Mass chants. 
He has led in the development of a parish 
life centered on the liturgy. 

“This year Cardinal D’Alton, Archbishop 
of Armagh and Primate of All Ireland, 
devoted his lengthy Lenten pastoral to ‘Par- 
ticipating in the Mass’ and looked forward 
to the day ‘when a good part of the congrega- 
tion will be able to join in singing at least 
the Kyrie, the Gloria, the Credo, the Sanctus, 
and the Agnus Dei.’ 

“The Irish language can now be used 
throughout Ireland for the administration of 
the sacraments of Baptism, Viaticum, Ex- 
treme Unction, and Matrimony, and in the 
funeral service. Special vernacular texts have 
been prepared. English may also be used. 

“A tri-lingual Ritual, containing these cere- 
monies, is being prepared by the publishers 
Gill, of Dublin, and will appear in the 
autumn.”

concerning the availability of the volume 
which will preserve in permanent form the 
complete texts of addresses of the Week. 

The Liturgical Week program attracted 
such huge numbers that double sessions had 
to be scheduled at the Penn-Sheraton and 
Hilton Hotels, and a shuttle service arranged 
so that speakers could be sped between the 
hotels. Speeches, therefore, were delivered 
twice and invariably before packed audiences. 

Some idea of the crowds and the resultant 
problems could be grasped from the Theol- 
ogy Institute which highlighted Monday. On 
the basis of past experience, officials expec- 
ted the Theology Institute to attract perhaps 
50 or 60 priests. The institute was conse- 
quently planned for the Penn-Sheraton’s 
Urban Room. However, the Urban Room 
bulged and the meeting had to be hastily 
transferred to the main ballroom, which seats 
upwards of 1,200. But even the ballroom 
could not handle all who wanted to attend. 
Incidentally, the hundreds at the Theology 
Institute included many, many nuns and lay 
people, a matter which was not without sig- 
nificance for officials of the Liturgical Con- 
ference, sponsor of the Week. As much as 
the over-all crowd, the presence of so many 
Sisters and laity at an institute which was 
conceived of originally in terms of priests 
testified to the expanding interest in and 
concern for the liturgy. 

Interest in Liturgical Week was not con- 
fined to Catholics. Some 200 Protestant and 
Orthodox clergymen responded to an invi- 
tation to attend the study groups and discus- 
sions. Some came from as far away as 


Cleveland and New York. One visitor was 
Rev. Robert L. Kincheloe, executive director 
of the Council of Churches of the Pittsburgh 
area. Commenting on the talks of Dom 
Julian Stead, O.S.B., and Fr. H. A. Reinhold, 
Rev. Kincheloe stated: “The remarks made 
by such prominent Roman Catholic clergy- 
men lead me to believe that dialogue with 
the Catholic Church now becomes possible. 
While this does not mean that any funda- 
mental differences which exist between the 
Catholic Church and non-Catholic Churches 
have been solved, there is a definite change 
in procedure and in climate. 

Among the Orthodox clergy present was 
Archbishop Benjamin, head of the Russian 
Orthodox Church in Pennsylvania and West 
Virginia. He was accompanied by Rev. 
George J. Matey of Duquesne, Pennsylvania. 
Fr. Matey declared that he found the meet- 
ing “very instructional.” “Much effort is 
being expended in the right direction, par- 
ticularly so far as the liturgy is concerned,” 
Fr. Matey said. “I think the conference has 
done something to create a better under- 
standing of a unity based on charity.” Msgr. 
Andrew Pauley, rector of St. Paul Cathedral, 
Oakland, was in charge of hospitality toward 
non-Catholic observers. He was but one of a 
large committee of local priests, religious 
and laity who contributed so much to the 
success of the Week. 

Fr. Frederick R. McManus, president of 
the Liturgical Conference, singled out two 
others of the local committee for special 
praise in his remarks on Monday: Msgr. 
Jacob C. Shinar, the general chairman, and 
Fr. Patrick W. Rice of St. Basil parish, 
Brownsville Road, who supervised the re- 
gional orientation meetings.

clearer one. Priests are reminded that th 
daily Mass should per se accord with th 
Office of that day. 

In an article prepared for the NCWC 
News Service, the President of the Confer: 
ence, Father Frederick McManus, mention: 
some of the changes in the celebration o 
Mass and places them in a pastoral context 

“A whole series of small but meaningfui 
changes affects the celebration of Mass unde 
the new code of rules promulgated on July! 
25th to be effective next January Ist. Soma 
are simplifications. On a few occasions in tha 
year the preparatory prayers at the foot o 
the altar will be omitted. The Creed will no 
be said or sung at so many Masses. Tha 
solemn dismissal at Mass will ordinarily be 
“Ite missa est” (Go, the Mass is ended) 
with the alternative phrase “Benedicamusi 
Domino” (Let us bless the Lord) reserved 
for Masses followed by a procession. Tha 
last Gospel will be omitted at such Masses 
and also at funeral Masses because of tha 
rite of absolution which follows. 

“To emphasize more important parts op 
the Mass, the celebrant of sung Mass isi 
directed to say the prayers at the foot of tha 
altar and the last Gospel silently, not aloud. 
For low Masses, priests have been reminded 
again—as was done by the Holy See in 1958 
—to recite the required texts loudly, clearly. 
and slowly. To increase the dignity of the 
ordinary parish high Mass, the incensing 
customary at solemn Mass may now be 
added at all sung Masses. 

“Of real significance for the piety of the 
faithful is the strong disapproval given to the 
abuse of distributing Holy Communion at 
odd and improper moments during Mass: 
“The proper time for distributing Holy Com 
munion to the faithful is during Mass, after 
the Communion of the celebrating priest.” 
The celebrant himself is to give Communio: 
to the people, although he may be assiste 
by other priests. Since there is an abu 
involved, the Holy See added: 
gether unbecoming that Holy Communion 
be distributed by another priest at the same 
altar where Mass is actually being celebrated,| 
outside of the proper time for Communion.” 

“This should help the laity to receive Holy 
Communion more fruitfully, with greater 
understanding that Communion is the sacri- 
ficial banquet. It will also help the people 
to take part in the solemn concluding prayers 
of the Canon and the whole Communion} 
rite beginning with the Our Father—all!| 
things urged by the Holy See in the 19583 
instruction on liturgical participation. 

To clarify the rite of Communion at Mass, , 
the Confiteor, Misereatur, and Indulgentiam) 
prayers will be omitted. They are properly / 
used only when Communion is given outside:

| Father Benedict Ehmann, pastor of St. 

Mary of the Lake Church, Watkins Glen, 
ew York, and member of our Advisory 

‘council, was the retreat master for the 
annual retreats of the priests of the Diocese 
of Burlington, Vermont, in June. Father 

hmann was invited to conduct the retreats 
by Bishop Joyce of Burlington, who hoped 
hat his priests might thus acquire a better 

nderstanding of the spirit and theology of 
the Liturgical Movement while renewing 

eir priestly fervor. That Father Ehmann 
succeeded in this twofold objective was the 
nanimous opinion of all who heard him. At 
the end of the second retreat the priests 
spontaneously gave him a standing ovation. 
ather Ehmann is also Associate Editor of 
The Catholic Choirmaster; sometime pro- 
fessor at St. Bernard’s Seminary in Rochester, 
ew York, he has often lectured at Liturgi- 
al Weeks. 

We have a splendid report of the Liturgi- 
cal School of Music held at Webster College 
this summer, whose success deserves more 
space than we can, alas, give it in these 
columns. Father Cletus Madsen, of our 
Board of Directors, with the aid of Sister 
Rose Vincent, S.L., shaped a daily program 
of study that would culminate in the cele- 
bration of a noonday Mass, and conducted 
an early class purposely scheduled at 8:10 
a. m. so that all students attending the gen- 
eral college courses might attend. Every 
degree of Mass participation was carried out 
during the six-week session. A tentative out- 
‘line of courses in liturgy, besides those in the 
Chant, Organ, Theory, History, Music Edu- 
|cation, has been drawn up for future summer 
sessions. : 

More than 300 persons, including a bishop 
(Bishop Raymond Hillinger of our Board of 
Directors), 25 priests, 150 Sisters, and more 
than 150 laypeople attended a “break- 
through” Liturgical Day at St. Michael’s 


Church in Orland Park, Chicago, on July 
31st. The day was arranged by Mr. Edward 
A. Dixon, president, and sponsored by the 
Pius XII Society. The three films on the Mass 
which were originally shown on the Catholic 
Hour were shown at two, four, and five- 
thirty, with a half-hour discussion after each 
film. An interval for picnic supper in a 
nearby grove was followed by a demonstra- 
tion Mass, in English, for which Father 
Robert O’Keefe, O.S.M., supplied the com- 
mentary. A panel of priests sat in a row 
across the sanctuary to answer queries. direc- 
ted to them from the audience. 

Quotes from a memorable summer: Father 
Godfrey in Seattle: ‘““The Mass is a memo- 
rial, a feast, a family. meal, through which 
each parish family gets the opportunity to 
say ‘yes’ to the covenant of the Last Supper. 
In the Mass, Christ renews his pledge of 
love and life to the family of God, which in 
turn pledges to be faithful to Christ, to serve 
God as He deserves to be served. The Sun- 
day Mass allows this parish, this family of 
God, to stand up publicly and be counted 
as accepting the covenant which Christ 
established at the Last Suppér.” 

Bishop Ernest J. Primeau, newly installed 
Bishop of Manchester, New Hampshire, on 
television: “The office of Bishop has but one 
aim—the sanctification of the souls com- 
mitted to its care. The figure of the Bishop is 
that of the Good Shepherd, leading men into 
the fair pastures of supernatural grace and 
deepening love of God. This he does in many 
ways, but principally by mediation, by the 
administration of the sacraments, by teach- 
ing. The Bishop is first and foremost the 
chief mediator between God and his people. 
This mediation he fulfills by offering to the 
Infinite Majesty of God through the Mass 
the adoration, the thanksgiving, the expiation 
and requests of all the faithful. . . . The Mass 
at the same time is the chief act and means 
of unity and charity between him and his 
priests and his people and in all of them 
toward one another. 

“The Bishop is the main channel of God’s 
power and God’s life to men through the 
part he plays directly or indirectly in the 
administration of the sacraments. Directly 
he alone ordinarily administers confirmation, 


‘ordains to the priesthood and consecrates 


bishops; but indirectly he has a hand in 
almost every sacrament that is actually 
administered, for he blesses the oils that are 
used in baptism and extreme unction and all 
the consecrations that take place in the 
Church; he gives faculties of jurisdiction in 
penance and he legalizes the Catholic mar- 
riage contract. 

“As a successor of the Apostles, Our Lord 
foresaw the Bishop as a teacher. ‘I have 
chosen you . . . Go, teach the gospel to every 
creature. He must guard the message of 
God’s truth against its perversion among his 
people by the false notions and principles of 
the world . . . he must safeguard the faith 
of the young and check all tendencies to 
superstition in devotion or beliefs. He must 
personally announce the message of salva- 
tion to his priests and to all the people. He 
is in control and responsible for the preach- 
ing of diviné revelation in the diocese in 
every form and on every level .. . 

“These, then, are some of the obligations 
and responsibilities which I assumed before 
God and you when I accepted the See of 
Manchester. Every morning I offer my Mass 
and every day I recite the hours of our 
liturgical prayer with one paramount inten- 
tion in mind—that I may worthily fulfill this 
office of mediator and sanctifier. I shall be 
very conscious of my sacred duty of watch- 
ing over the administration of the sacraments 


and the education of our faithful to a fuller 
understanding and more fervent love of the 
Mass and the sacraments. I shall foster the 
work of the Liturgy to the best of my 
AVDVANNAS oo oo” 

Father James Jones, O.S.B., Professor of 
Liturgical Theology at Conception Abbey, 
Missouri, reviewing Liturgy and Contempla- 
tion, by Jacques and Raissa Maritain, in 
America: “Thomas Aquinas urged his breth- 
ren and disciples—and therefore the Mari- 
tains and all of us—to seek in theology not 
‘by whom’ something is said, but ‘what’ is 
said and ‘why’ it is maintained. Ignoring, 
then, the well-merited renown of the Mari- 
tains in the field of Christian philosophy, the 
following remarks are directed to ‘what’ they 
have written here in Liturgy and Contem- 
plation. The subject of the book is theologi- 
cal; the authors have treated it in a totally 
untheological and unstientific way. In theol- 
ogy, solutions must be sought in the Church’s 
teaching authority, in Scripture, in patristic 
tradition, in scientific theological reasoning. 
The Maritains by-pass the magisterium, 
except for Pius XII; they totally twist the 
well-known patristic tradition in order to 
bolster their thesis; scientific theology and 
the methodological gains made by theologians 
the past thirty years are all but ignored... .” 

From a letter: ‘““The Week (at Pittsburgh) 
was worth the trip if only for those tremen- 
dous talks on Unity at that Wednesday night 
session. The free-wheeling desire for ver- 
nacular was never so completely obvious 
before, nor this magnificent, unguarded 
desire for unity with the separated brethren.
